Truman Calls 


Congress Into 
Session; Wins 
Nomination On 
First Ballot

Philadelphia, July 1$ W—Presi- 


dent Truman countered a Demo- 
cratic civil rights split today with a 
dramatic call for a July 26 special 
session of Congress and a smashing 
attack on what he termed the 
"poppycock" of Republican promises. 


Mr. Truman asked for action with- 


in 15 days after the lawmakers meet, 
on anti-inflation and housing legis- 
lation. 


An hour before he took the stage 


of Philadelphia's Convention Hall 
early this morning to fling a chal- 
lenge at the Republicans to make 
good on their Dewey-Warren plat- 
form pledges, Mr. Truman had been 
nominated by his party on the first 
ballot. 


The 
vote, indicating the wide 


breach opened in party ranks by the 
bitter, last-ditch fight over civil 
rights was:

38-Mlnute Ovation 


The, convention, after a 38-minute 


ovation for the President, gave Alben 
W. Barkley of Kentucky, 70-year-old 
minority leader of the Senate, a 
unanimous vote for vice president. 


Unanimous, that is, except for a 


group of Mississippi and Alabama 
delegates. They had walked out 
earlier over the racial issue—turning 
their steps to Birmingham, Ala., and 
a Saturday call for a states' rights 
convention of their own. 


But Mr. Truman took the bit in 


his teeth in a fighting acceptance 
speech. 


He said he will recommend that 


the GOP-controlled special session, 
among other things, act on civil 
rights legislation. 


While embattled jouthern_delega- 


tions sat silent, the arm-waving 
Chief Executive told the delegates: 


"Everybody knows that I recom- 


mended to the Congress a civil rights 
program. I did so because I believe 
it to be my duty under the constitu- 
tion. 


Southerners Are Angry 


"Some of the members of my own 


party disagree violently on this mat- 
ter but they-^and-iro and—do it 
openly. People can tell where we 
stand. The Republicans all profess 
to be for these matters, but the 80th 
Congress failed to act. 


"They had enough men and they 


had cloture (a rule under which 
Senate debate can be gagged to shut 
off a filibuster). There were enough 
people that would vote for cloture." 


Some southern Democrats, angry 


over the convention's adoption of a 
stiff er civil rights plank than its own 
platform committee had urged, said 
they believe the Republicans win lose 
no time in putting a civil rights bill 
lief ore the Senate at the special ses- 
sion. 


These same Dixie law makers 


promised the same long-winded de- 
bate that has bottled up such moves 
in the past. 


Predicts Election 


Republicans regarded the prospect- 


of a Democratic filibuster with more 
glee than they seemed likely to regis- 
ter over Mr. Truman's demand that 
they solve the housing and inflation 
problems—and pronto. 


Declaring at the start that "Sena- 


tor Barkley and I will win this 
election and make these Republicans 
like it," Mr. Truman said the special 
session will show whether the Re- 
publicans "can fool the people with 
such poppycock" as he said was in 
their' platform. 


As his party members thundered 


their approval, the President told 
the delegates: 


"Now. what that worst 80th Con- 


grvss does in this special session 
win be the test. The American peo- 
ple wfll not decide by listening to 
mere ^ words or by reading a mere 
platform. 


"They will decide on the record, 


the record as it has been written, 
and in the record is the stark truth 
that the battle lines of 1948 are the

Lawns In Summer 


During hot, dry weather the lawn 


will benefit from high cutting more 
than at any other time, informs 
tounty Agents Hartman and Dun- 
mire. 


Under no circumstances, th'ey say, 


should the lawn be cut under one 
and one-half inch. To do so may 
weaken the stand and encourage 
the growth of crabgrass which can 
completely take over the lawn, chok- 
ing out the bluegrass, especially if 
the bluegrass is too-closely cut. Cut- 
ing the lawn under one and one-half 
nch, 
they explain, may result in 


ligher soil temperatures which en- 
courages summer dormancy in blue- 
rass and fescue. Higher mowing 
jives added shade to the soil and 
shortens the dormancy period.

Considering the length of time It 


occupies the soil, oats is the most 
erosive of farm crops in Pennsyl- 
vania rotations. This was one of the 
many findings reported in Bulletin 
497, covering soil erosion experi- 
ments of ten years at the Pennsyl- 
vania State college. The bulletin, 
published jointly by the Pennsyl- 
vania Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion and the Soil Conservation Serv- 
ice of U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture, is available upon request. 


The -study showed that rainfall 


intensities are greatest during sum- 
mer months, in the period that the 
soil is usually least protected. 
Critical erosion periods for pastures 


or hay fields were found to be dur- 
ing the time the new planting Is 
getting established on thoroughly 
fitted land, indicating a need for 
companion crops or .modified fitting 
of the land. 


Importance of adequate fertilizers 


to produce heavieij cover crops, and 
the use of manure to Improve the 
physical condition of the soil was 
also strengthened in the research 
report. Increasing permeability of 
the soil reduced both water and soil 
losses. 


Contour strip cropping, used in the 


ten-year trials, indicated that proper 
width of strips should be carefully 
determined by type of soil, degree of 
slope, rotation followed, and the 
farming, system. Strips which are too 
narrow did ,not furnish adequate 
protection against erosive forces.

Use space where 
early crops have been harvested. 


Paint Bam Inside — Paint is bet- 


ter than whitewash for the inside 
of the dairy barn, says C. H. Bing- 
ham, extension agricultural engineer 
of the Pennsylvania State college. 
Whitewash is cheaper but flakes off 
and the particles sift down. Paint 


leaves a surface that can be main- 
tained in good condition and re- 
finished. 


Control Late Blight — Reports of 


late blight on both tomatoes and 
potatoes have been received by ex- 
tension plant pathologist^ of the 
Pennsylvania State college. They re- 
commend use of copper sprays or 
dusts to control the disease. Exces- 
sive rainfall and cool nights are 
favorable to the spread of blight.

year-old opinion if it had the op- 
portunity. 


Danny Gardella, former New York 


Giants player, brought the suit, 
claiming that a five-year suspen- 
sion ordered by Chandler deprived 
him of his livelihood. Gardella was 
one of several former major lea- 
guers suspended for jumping to the 
Mexican league in 1946. 


Judge Goddard said his action in 


dismissing the case was taken be- 
cause of a 1922 Supreme court rul- 
ing holding that baseball was not 
engaged in trade or commerce under 
the Sherman Anti-Ttrust Act.

ON LEADER ACT 
Congressman Chester H. Gross, of 


the York-Adams-Franklln district, 
in Gettysburg on business Wednes- 
day, issued the following statement 
with reference to the withdrawal 
of State Senator Ouy A. Leader, of 
York, as the Democratic nominee 
for Congress in this district: 


"Dissension *»d strife -within the 


Democratic party which is reaching 
its climax in the Philadelphia con- 
vention is having a far-reaching 
effect throughout the country great- 
il enhancing the Republicans' op- 
portunity to win the election. Nu- 
merous men actively interested in 
the party's welfare have expressed 
then- disappointment and admitted 
that they would gladly wash their 
hands and let the election go by 
default if they could. 


"At the moment two congressional 


districts in Pennsylvania do not 
have a. qualified candidate for con- 
gress. The first is the 17th district, 
known as "The Shoestring District," 
now represented by Congressman 
Richard Simpson of Huntingdon. 
The Democrats of that district had 
no candidate in the primary. There 
was a writein on the Democratic 
ticket who failed so far to pay his 
registration fee, thus leaving the j 
party without a 
candidate. The j 


other district is the York-Adams- 
Franklin District known as the 21st 
Congressional district represented 
by Congressman Chester H. Gross, 
now serving his fourth term. 


"During the recent primary no 


candidate was forthcoming for the 
Democratic party until the State 
Chairman of the Wallace party pub- 
licly pledged support of his party 
to the Democratic candidate "pro- 
viding he would be a. liberal such 
as Sentator Guy Leader," then serv- 
ing in the State Senate. The next 
day Senator Leader announced his 
candidacy, circulated his petitions, 
having the support of both Demo- 
cratic .and the Wallace parties. He 
however did. not file with any other 
than the Democratic ticket. Never- 
theless, the Wallace support was 
proving to be a kiss of death. Sen- 
ator Leader, now serving his second 
term, was unforunately handicapped 
in discharging his duties due to ill 
health- During the 1944 session he 
was ordered hy his physician to 
take an extended rest in the south 
which he did. This, however, was not 
the only problem the candidate had 
to deal with. The rising of the Wal- 
lace party presented numerous 
problems. 


"The wide dissension among local 


Democrats altogether created a sit- 
uation that was well nigh impos- 
sible. Consequently, the Senator 
after much consideration, made the 
wise choice of taking the easy way 
out. These problems, together with 
tthe fact, that .a Republican land- 
slide is entirely possible and because 
the Republican candidate fr" al- 
ways been a vigorous campaigner, 
the Senator realized that the task 
was too great. He is to be congratu- 
lated on giving himself and his 
family first consideration. , 


"There is littte wonder that the 


candidate's withdrawal created such 
confusion among the Democratic 
leaders of toe district. Senator 
Leader was selected because he was 
considered their strongest man. He 
is widely known- and had demon- 
strated his vote-getting ability. 


"Considering all things the Demo- 


cratic leaders will without a doubt 
be unable to find A candidate will- 
ing to take on where the Senator 
left aS. For them it might be the 
easy way out if at this late date 
they admitted their inability to find 
a suitable candidate and did as they 
are doing in Huntingdon county, 
leave that place on the ballot va- 
cant."

REDS ANNOUNCE 
BLOCKADE Of 
BERLIN STAYS 


London, July 15 (^V-Russia has 


refused to lift the blockade of Berlin, 
placing the next move in the diplo- 
matic duel today up to the United 
States. Britain and France. 


The Soviets also said they were 


willing to negotiate with the West- 
ern Allies if the talks concern the 
administration of all Germany and 
not just Berlin. 


A meeting of the entire British 


cabinet in the next few hours was 
considered likely. It was understood 
Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin and 
other British ministers already have 
discussed the situation with U. S. 
Ambassador Lewis W. Dougjas. 


It was reported in Washington and 


Berlin that the western powers now 
may take the issue to the United 
Nations. American quarters In-Ber- 
lin expected a worsening of the 
crisis there. 


Accuse Allies 


The Russian reply to the American 


note of July 6 demanding that the 
Berlin blockade be lifted was broad- 
cast last night by the Moscow radio 
several hours after it was delivered 
to the State Department in Wash- 
ington. Similar replies also were sent 
to the British and French, the broad- 
cast said. 


Accusing the Western Allies of de- 


stroying four-power control ma- 
chinery in Germany, the Russians 
said the Americans, British and 
French had undermined the "legal 
basis on which rested their right to 
participate in the administration of 
Berlin." 


The Russians complained of the 


recent currency reform In the west- 
ern zones of Germany and of the 
decision of the United States, 
Britain, France, Belgium, The Neth- 
erlands and Luxembourg to estab- 
lish a federal western German gov- 
ernment. 


Claim Violations 


The situation which has arisen in 


Berlin and in the whole of Germany 
the Russian note said, "is a direct 
consequence of the systematic vio- 
lation of decisions of the Potsdam 
conference -by the governments ol 
the U.S.A., Great Britain 
and 


France." 


The Russians referred to the 


transportation restrictions they have 
imposed on Berlin as "temporary 
measures." 


The Russian government said it 


was prepared, if necessary, to assure 
with its own resources "sufficient 
supplies" for all of greater Berlin 
The reply added cryptically thai 
Russia is "striving-for the speedies!

ROCKING EUROPE 


By DEW1TT MACKENZIE 


i (AP Foreign Affaire Analyst) 
All Italy—Indeed the whole of 


Europe—is rocking, from the Impact 
of the attempted assassination of 
Palmiro 
Togliatti, fiery Italian 


Communist leader who Is widely 
credited with being Moscow's ablest 
foreign operator. 


Even as Togliatti was being oper- 


ated on for removal of the bullets 
which gravely wounded him, wild- 
cat strikes began to spread through- 
out the peninsula at Red instigation 
The Communist press howled for the 
resignation of Catholic Premier De 
Gasperi. The premier himself con- 
demned the assault and raced to 
Togliatti's side in the hospital The 
harrassed chief of state summed up 
the shooting, thus: 
• "The worst thing that could 
happen." 


Wave of Strikes 


That would seem to be a fair 


appraisal. The potentialities of this 
sensational development are so great 
that no one can foresee the end. 
This much is clear: 


On the face of it any immediate 


repercussions must be to the ad- 
vantage of Moscow. Even if-Togli- 
atti recovers, he has been martyr- 
ized and a mighty flame of anger 
has swept the Communist world and 
its sympathizers 


"" Whether Russia gains or loses in 
the long run depends heavily on 
•whether she overplays her hand in 
her anxiety to take advantage of the 
situation. 


Bed Charges Buried 


We have seen that the Communist 


leadership's first move was to start 
a wave of strikes sweeping through 
Italy. There you have the makings 
of a possible revolution, should Red 
passions be allowed to run that far 
by Moscow. 


And in neighboring Prance, whose 


unhappy government long has been 
fighting for Its life in the face of 
Communist machinations, the Red 
flag was flung into this new gale 
sweeping over from Italy. The 
French Communist party charged 
that the shooting was "a plot of 
imperialist war mongers and their 
agents." 


The Bolshevists are extraordinar- 


ily good organizers, and they are 
opportunists, ever ready to take ad- 
vantage of any development like the 
Togliatti. affair I think we are safe 
in assuming that they will exploit 
this shooting as far as they dare. 
However, Russia definitely doesn't 
•want another major war on her 


hands at this Juncture and her 
activities will be governed by that 
fundamental fact. 


Real Danfer Seen 


The danger is that the Muscovites 


might start something they couldn't 
stop. Suppose, Tor example, the Com- 
munist high command should debate 
whether this would be an opportune 
moment to try to start a revolution 
in Italy and establish a Soviet gov- 
ernment. The first thing Moscow 
would have to ask itself would be: 
"could we control such an upheaval 
or would it be likely to spread and 
cause another general conflagra- 
tion?" 


The answer to that certainly must 


be that the gamble would be a 
terrific risk. On that delicate basis 
the Reds must decide. 


The potentialities of the sensa- 


tional Togliatti development are so 
.great as to divert the spot-light at 
leapt temporarily from the German 
crisis. This U despite the fact that 
Russia yesterday replied to the de- 
mand by America, Britain and 
France that she Immediately raise 
the food-blockade against western 
Berlin with its population of some 
2,400,000.

STEEL UNIONS 


TO TALK WAGES 


Pittsburgh, July 15 </P>—Amid re- 


ports that a wage increase by the 
J. S. Steel corporation is imminent 
,he CIO United Steelworkers called 


meeting of its top officials today. 
The groups scheduled to confer 


were the executive board and the 
negotiating committee. They act 
first on wage offers and agreements. 


Their recommendations are passed 


along to the union's 171-man wage 
jolicy committee—and a meeting 
of that group has been called for 
tomorrow. 


tJ. S. Steel officials deny an agree- 


ment has been reached on a wage 
roost. However, it was reported an 
accord has been reached which 
would provide wage hikes from eight 
to 13 per cent—working out to the 
equivalent of about 12% cents an 
hour for steelworkers who now aver- 
age $1.55 hourly. 


Under terms of a two-year con- 


tract the steelworkers asked for a 
substantial raise last April. It was 
refused, U. S. Steel saying it was 
seeking to stabilize wages and thus 
prevent another spiral in the infla- 
tionary trend. 


However, since April other major 


firms in the automotive and elec- 
trical industries have granted raises. 
U. S. Steel, itself, gave its "captive" 
coal miners a $l-a-day boost this 
week—the same as granted to ap- 
proximately 350,000 other soft coal 
steel companies.

delegations had to yell about. 


They put Russell, who has called 


Mr. Truman's proposals a "civil 
wrongs'1 program, as their protest 
candidate after Gov. Ben Laney of 
Arkansas quit the race 


They collected slightly less than 


one-fifth of the convention's 1,234 
votes for their candidates. 


They took a bad licking, 925 to 309, 


in an attempt to tack on to the 
platform a states' rights statement. 


But the crowning blow was the 


651% to 582% vote by which the 
convention decided to write into the 
platform a flat endorsement of Mr. 
Truman's civil rights* program. 


Xfl in all. it was a revolt that

He referred particularly to the 


civil rights^plank commending Presi- 
dent Truman's stand on the race 
issue and urging laws protecting the 
political, economic and other nghts 
of all Americans. 


Pennsylvania's 74 convention *votes 


went solidly for the controversial 
plank. If was substituted for an- 
other drafted by the resolutions 
committee, headed by Pennsylvania's 
Senator Francis, J. Myers. 


Mild; Version Lost 


The adopted plank had been pro- 


posed by Mayor Hubert Humphrey

"Carnegie Hall, Washington Bridge 


over the Hudson river, the Golden 
Gate Bridge in San Francisco, sky- 
scrapers and a great number of 
dwellings and industrial buildings 
are the wcrk of Slav, in particular 
Russian, engineers." 


The special radio dispatch was 


distributed by the Soviet news agen- 
cy Tass. It quoted an article in a 
publication caUed Slavyane as say- 
ing further: 


Lie Is Trapped 


"Everything that is 'best in U. S.
